FREIGHTER SINKS 
SOON AFTER CRASH 


Liner Paris Was Bound For 
Cherbourg, But Is Forced 
To Return To New 
York 


COLLISION NEAR STATUE OF LIBERTY 


( Tnt^rnfl Mi'«» ? 
NEW YORK, < >0t. 15—The 
French liner Paris, seventh 
largest vessel in the world, 
rammed t he N o r w e g i an 
freighter Besseggen about a 
half mile south of the Statue 
of Liberty early today and 
sent her to the bottom in less 
than 30 minutes. 
The Paris 
was 011 her way down < ho har­ 
bor bound for Cherbourg. 
Eight of the thirty-three persons 
aboard the freighter 
were 
missing 
after several hours of heroic rescue 
work by the crew of ferryboats, which 
had rushed to the assistance of the 
stricken steam ship when the siren of 
the Paris screamed for help. 
Twen­ 
ty-five were saved. 
Among the twenty-five to be res­ 
cued were C aptain Ludwig Hassell, 
thirty-six, his wife, O udrun, and his 
four-year old daughter Arne. 
They 
were picked up by the crew of the 
ferryboat Brooklyn. 
Crash Unavoida ble 
The Paris left her pier at the foot 
of West T hirteenth street at 1:30 a. 
m. As she proceeded down the main 
channel she picked up speed. 
Sud­ 
denly across her path the Besseggen 
loomed. 
I t was too late to avoid a 
crash. 
The keen bow of the Paris 
clove 
the 
Norwegian 
vessel am id­ 
ships, shivered and came to a stop. 
Before boats could be launched the 
Besseggen went down by the stern, 
a few members of her crew clinging 
to the bow as it pointed skyward and 
disappeared 
Only those having ready access to 
the deck were able to get away at 
once. The stokers and engineers be- 
low—were trapped. 
At first it was reported th at nine­ 
teen men were drowned. 
The terry boat 
Brooklyn, 
south­ 
bound from the battery to St. George, 
was the first vessel to reach the 
scene. 
On the orders of the ferry 
boat captain, nearly all the members 
of the small crew were assigned to 
lifeboat duty, dropping boats over­ 
side and searching over the waters 
with little to guide them in their res­ 
cue work but screams of the freigh­ 
ter’s crew. 
Seen* Of Terror 
Mad excitem ent prevailed on the 
ferrv boat in the meantime. Carrying 
comparatively large number of pas­ 
sengers, the ferry was a scene of ter­ 
ror. 
Several women, of whom were 
a considerable number aboard, faint­ 
ed. 
There were several fist fights 
among frantic men. who punched and 
clawed each other without reason.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 15. 
—Sixteen dead, six believed to be 
fatally injured and thirteen oth­ 
ers seriously hurt was the toll to­ 
day of one o f Indiana’s most dis­ 
astrous grade crossing accidents. 
An inbound traction company 
car traveling sixty miles per hour, 
last night leaped into a truck and 
trailer carrying more than sixty 
members of the Sahara Grotto to 
a barn dance at Fort Benjamin 
Harrison. 
The interurban car. said to be going 
60 miles an hour, struck the crowded 
trailer at the 21st street and Emerson 
avenue crossing, on the outskirts of 
Indianapolis. 
Thirteen of the victims were killed 
outright. Robert 
Dallas 
and 
Mrs. 
Frank M eredith died several hours 
later in a local hospital. Several oth­ 
ers of the more seriously Injured are 
not expected to live. 
Trailer Demolished 
The demolished 
trailer was a t­ 
tached to a bus, also crowded with 
passengers. The bus had cleared the 
crossing but the trailer was midway 
on the tracks when the speeding in ­ 
terurban crashed into it. 
The front end of the interurban 
was demolished but only the motor- 
man and conductor were reported 
hurt. 
The truck was owned by the Foster 
Engineering service. 
The motorman, at the City hospi­ 
tal, said he whistled for the crossing 
and didn’t see the truck until he was 
about forty feet from It. 
Ono of the most pathetic survivors 
of the crash was Mrs. Von Glascock 
who lost five members of her family 
in the accident. She lost her husband

States attorney for lower New York, i 
and counsel for the G reater 
New 
York Federation of Churches. 
The chairm an of the meeting was 
Frank H. Steen of Belle Vernon, a 
vice president of the Pennsylvania 
State Sabbath School Association. 
Mr. Tuttle had for his topic. “The 
Freethinkers Case”, and his address 
was a discussion of the action brought J 
in the several courts of New 
York 
state by The Freethinkers Society, in 
which an injunction was sought to i 
coruse the commissioner 
of 
educa­ 
tion in New York state to take ac­ 
tion preventing the board of educa­ 
tion of White Plains from permitting 
the excusing of pupils from school to 
receive religious instruction. 
The decisions of the severai courts 
upheld the action of the board of 
education aid stirred the 
religious 
elements of New York state to the 
need of religious instruction. 
Affects This State 
The address of Mr. Tuttle was a 
clear, forceful explanation of what 
occurred and what may be done along 
those lines, not only in New' York 
state, but In Pennsylvania and else­ 
where. since it was only recently, he 
declared in the discussion th at fol­ 
lowed his address, that the attorney 
general of Pennsylvania took cogni-! 
zance of this action and stated that 
it was a m atter for consideration of 
the boards of education and for which 
they might prepare. 
Mr. 
Tuttle 
said, 
among 
other 
things: “The decisions of the New 
York courts in the Freethinkers case | 
open for parents an opportunity to ! 
have religion taught to their children 
by trained persons. 
These decision« 
present both an opportunity and a 
challenge to the churches. The Free­ 
thinkers Society by instituting 
the 
suit has unwittingly awakened the 
conscience of the community and of 
the churches to the need of a con­ 
structive and really adequate program 
for the training of youth ir. the spir­ 
itual interpretation of life. 
“There were arrayed against such a 
decision a number of forces. 
First, 
there was the fact th at the Free­ 
thinkers thought they would bring 
the m atter before the public eye and 
into the public arena for their bene­ 
fit. Then there was th at public tra ­ 
dition of some 80 years’ standing, that 
there should be no recognition of re­ 
ligion in the public school. This was 
in spite of the fpct that the public 
school was in reality started by the 
churches. 
Tradition 
is 
that 
the 
schools must be strictly secular. 
“Next 
there 
were 
those certain 
clauses In tlse American constitution 
that there Is to be no established 
church and that man is entitled to 
freedom of belief. 
If 
the 
secular 
should combine religious training in 
its curriculum, then there would in 
reality be an established church and 
a denial of the privilege of religious 
liberty and freedom of thought.

“The plan Is to excuse from school 
attendance children between the ages 
of seven and 14 years, on the written 
request of the parent, one day each 
week, for the last half hour of the 
school session, which is a study pe­ 
riod, so th at they may attend church 
schools designated by the 
parents, 
and there receive relUdous instruction 
for the half hour and for an hour or 
so longer during the afternoon. The 
child so excused loses no srhool rec­ 
itations and receives no credit for the 
work done 
In 
the 
church school. 
Those children who do not attend 
religious schools during this period 
are also free in the 6er.se that they 
have no classes and use the half hour 
for study purposes. 
“No public money is used to aid 
the church schools and the cards 
upon which the requests of the p ar­ 
ents are recorded are not printed at 
public expense. 
The teachers of the 
public schools devote a slight amount 
of time to registering and checking 
excuses, but such use of public time 
Is incidental to and legalised by the 
lawfulness of the excuse itself.

plan is governed by suitable regula­ 
tions of the school authorit'es, but 
does not rest upon any legislative en­ 
actment. 
“The decision in the case is the 
charter of liberty for religious educa­ 
tion.

Foster’s Weather 
Prognostication 1 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15,—A storm 
wave of mild intensity is expected to 
cross continent during week centering 
on October 17. during a period of mild 
weather extremes and above normal 
temperatures; this storm wave will 
not be expected to reach farther south 
than central transcontinental storm 
path nor to cause much precipitation 
in any section of the country. 
Two 
periods of stormy weather were ex­ 
pected to occur during October; the 
first, centering on 2, is now history 
and in all respects was of greater 
force than indicated thru these bul­ 
letins. The second, expected to cen­ 
ter on 22, to be more severe than the 
first, but not so liable to result in 
storms of dangerous character. Storm 
wave centering on 22 will be expected 
to cause moderately heavy general 
precipitation; not so heavy as during 
storm wave centering on 2, but aver­ 
aging about to a little above normal 
on north Pacific slope, in eastern 
great central valleys and in Atlantic 
coast sections. 
Crop weather of 1928 season for 
North America looks more favorable 
to winter crops than to spring plant­ 
ed crops as a general average for the 
continent. 
Planting 
period during 
spring of 1928 will be cool and wet, 
temperatures 
and 
precipitation 
to 
May 15 not expected to average fa­ 
vorable to spring planting and sow­ 
ing for the continent. General mois­ 
ture during winter of 1927-28 will be 
ample for all purposes; warm, grow­ 
ing weather will be late in arriving to 
most section. Late summer and early 
fall of 1928 will average below' nor­ 
mal precipitation for the continent, 
too dry for best results except har­ 
vesting. This combination of expect­ 
ed circumstances makes it advisable 
to cater to winter grains on suitable 
lands and to cultivate well and deep 
for spring planted crops. 
Such ad­ 
vice is necessarily of a general char­ 
acter and in trying to apply same to 
your locality, expected local conditions 
must be considered. 
Stock-raising agriculturists are now 
looking into one of their greatest an­ 
nual problems. According to average 
reports of present conditions, there is 
no danger of a shortage of provisional 
animals, rough feeds or soft corn dur­ 
ing the present fall at least. 
The 
average present estimate places North 
American crop of merchantable corn 
at considerably under two billion 
bushels. But North America does not 
need tw’O billion bushels of milling 
grades of corn nor has an export de­ 
mand for milling grades that w'ould 
bring the total demand to that figure. 
Although corn is bringing an average 
of about 25 cents more per bushel 
than last year, every bushel fed to 
hogs is bringing about five cents less 
than last year; this, in the fact of 
what promises to be a short crop of 
corn. 
The old saying that “short 
crops have long tails” seems to apply 
to 
present 
conditions. 
September 
weather increased the total corn crop 


by many millions of bushels, but will 
not likely increase the profits of those 
w’ho raised it nor to increase total 
crop of merchantable com. There is 
always a good demand for our corn- 
fed meat products, but American 
standards of living will not permit of 
profitable export in competition with 
corn raising countries whose living 
standards are lower than ours. It is 
not surprising that, with a small crop 
in view, September deliveries of corn 
in Chicago were almost double those 
of last year.
